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Storms in Midwest leave string of tornadoes* flooding

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Da ngenous 
storms left a string of more 
than 30 tornadoes across 
the central U.S., damag¬ 
ing homes in Oklahoma, 
demolishing a racetrack 
grandstand in Missouri and 
inundating the region with 
waterovera short period. 
Two deaths, both in Missou¬ 
ri, were blamed on the se¬ 
vere weather that started 
in the Southern Plains Mon¬ 
day night and moved to 
the northeast. Missouri and 
parts of Illinois and Arkan¬ 
sas were in the crosshairs 
Tuesday. By Wednesday, 
the storm will move into 
Great Lakes region, where 
it will weaken.

But another storm system 
was gathering steam for 
later this week, potentially 
covering an area from Tex¬ 
as to Chicago, according 
to the National Weather 
Service. 

Patrick Marsh, warning co¬ 
ordination meteorologist 
for the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Admin¬ 
istration's Storm Prediction 
Center, said eyewitnesses 
reported 26 tornadoes 
Monday and six more Tues¬ 
day. One, nearTulsa, wasa 
mile (1.61 kilometer) wide 
with winds in the range of 
111 mph (179 kph) to 135 
mph (217 kph). 

"It certainly isn't anything to 
mess with," Marsh said. 

A tornado early Tuesday 
near Tulsa International 
Airport injured one person 
and damaged about a 
dozen homes. The airport 
was unscathed, but pas¬ 
sengers were moved into 
shelters for about 30 min¬ 
utes and several flights 
were delayed. 

Tulsa Area Emergency 
Management spokes¬ 
woman Kim MacLeod said 
crews rescued a man who 
was pinned under a tree. 
In Arkansas, crews were 
working Tuesday afternoon 


to free a woman trapped 
under a tree topped by 
strong winds. Arkansas De¬ 
partment of Emergency 
Management spokes¬ 
woman Melody Daniel said 
the woman was alert and 
talking. Storms Monday 
evening flipped campers 
at Lucas Oil Speedway in 
Hickory County, Missouri, 
injuring seven people, four 
of whom were taken to 
hospitals. Ihe speedway's 
grandstand also was de¬ 
stroyed, forcing cancella¬ 
tion of racing this weekend 
thatwasexpected to draw 
about 3,000 campers. 
AnothertwisterTuesday af¬ 
ternoon hit a hit a drive-thru 
wild animal parkin southern 
Missouri. Webster County 
Emergency Management 
Director Tom Simmons said 
buildingswere damaged at 
the Wild Animal Safari near 
Strafford, but there were no 
reports that people orani- 
malswere injured. All of the 
animals were accounted 
for. Simmons said about 
a half-dozen homes were 
damaged in the county. A 
tractor-trailer was blown off 
a highway.

The Missouri State Highway 
Patrol said an SUV skidded 
across the center of U.S. 
160 and struck a tractor- 
trailer, killing both people in 
the SUV, Brandon Beasley, 
23, and his 24-year-old wife, 
C hristin, of Willard, Missouri. 
Missouri authorities also 
reported several water 
rescues from flash flood¬ 
ing. Among them was an 
18-year-old woman who 
was swept off a flooded 
road near Joplin Monday 
and stranded overnight un¬ 
til nearby residents heard 
her yelling. She had only 
minor injuries 

Missouri Gov. Mike Parson 
declared a state of emer¬ 
gency, citing worsening 
flood concerns and soil in¬ 
undation, as well as fore¬ 
casts calling severe storms 
and possible tornadoes 
into Wednesday morning. 
'The very heavy rainfall yes¬ 
terday and today, com¬ 
bined with saturated soil 
and very high water levels 
on ma ny rivers a nd strea ms 


have created danger¬ 
ous conditions around the 
state," Parson, a Republi¬ 
can, said in a statement. 
Flooding was also an issue 
in Oklahoma, where the 
Oklahoma Department of 
Transportation shut down 
Interstate 40 in El Reno, 
about 25 miles (40 kilome¬ 
ters) west of Oklahoma 
City, because of high wa¬ 
ter. The National Weather 
Service says up to 5 inches 
(13 centimeters) of rain had 
fallen since Monday. In El 
Reno and Stillwater, home 
to Oklahoma State Univer¬ 
sity about 55 miles (88 kilo¬ 
meters) northeast of Okla¬ 
homa City, emergency re¬ 
sponders rescued people 
from their homes 
With a potentially danger¬ 
ous storm bearing down 
on St. Louis, baseball's 
Cardinals were taking no 
c ha nc es, c a Ming off a Tues- 
day night game against 
the cross-state rival Kansas 
City Royals. Forecasters 
were warning of potential¬ 


ly strong storms expected 
to arrive at downtown St. 
Louis shortly after the game 
was scheduled to start. 
Heavy snow melt from the 
north and significant spring 
rains have led to waves of 
flooding in Missouri, and 
President Donald Trump 
on Monday issued a major 
disaster declaration for 13 
counties in the state dam¬ 
aged by March flooding. 
The Missouri River is ex¬ 
pected to reach major 
flood stage by the end of 
the week at J efferson City, 
Hermann, St. Charles and 
elsewhere. The levee near 
J efferson City'sairport holds 
back water up to 30 feet 
(9.14 meters), Cole County 
Emergency Manager Bill 
Farr said, but the National 
Weather Service expects a 
crest of 32.3 feet (9.85 me¬ 
ters) Thursday. Sandbag¬ 
ging won't help because 
the levee is too long, he 
said. 

'We're just keeping our fin¬

The attorney general is tra¬ 
ditionally expected to carry 
out the president's agenda 
as a member of the Cabi¬ 
net while trying to avoid 
political bias. 

Democrats have cast Barr 
as an attorney general 
who acts more like Trump's 


beliefs," which he said "un¬ 
dermine democracy and 
threaten the rule of law." 
Administration officials 
have often complained 
about the proliferation 
of nationwide injunctions 
since Trump became presi¬ 
dent. Vice President Mike 
Pence said a few weeks 
ago that the administra¬ 
tion intends to challenge 
the right of federal district 
courts to issue such rulings.

A growing numberof rank- 
and-file House Democrats, 
incensed by former coun¬ 
sel Don McGahn's empty 
chair in the J udiciary Com¬ 
mittee hearing room, are 
confronting House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi and pushing 
her and other leaders to 
act. Their impatience is run¬ 
ning up against the speak¬ 
ers preference for a more 
methodical approach , in¬ 
cluding already-unfolding 
court battles. 

Pelosi summoned some of 
them — still a small fraction 
of the House Democratic 
caucus — to a meeting of 
investigators Wednesday 
to assess strategy. 

Some other Democratic 
leaders, while backing Pe¬ 
losi, signaled that a march 
to impeachment may at 
some point become inevi¬ 
table. 

'We are confronting 
what might be the larg¬ 
est, broadest cover-up in 
American history," Major¬ 
ity Leader Steny Hoyertold 
reporters. If a House inquiry 
"leads to other avenues 
including impeachment," 
the Maryland Democrat 
said, "so be it." 

Reps Joaquin Castro of 
Texas and Diana DeGette 
of Colorado added their 
voices to the impeach¬ 
ment inquiry chorus 
'There is political risk in do¬ 
ing so, but there'sa greater 
risk to our country in doing 
nothing," Castro said on 
Twitter. "This is a fight forour 
democracy." 

Tweeted DeGette: 'The 
facts laid out in the Muel¬ 
ler report, coupled with this 
administration's ongoing 
attempts to stonewall Con¬ 
gress, leave us no other 
choice." 

One Republican con¬ 
gressman, J ustin Amash of 


Michigan, has called for 
impeachment proceed¬ 
ings. He said Tuesday he 
thinks other GOP lawmak¬ 
ers should join him — but 
only after reading special 
counsel Robert Mueller's re¬ 
port carefully. 

Republican House leader 
Kevin McCarthy dismissed 
Amash as out of step with 
House Republicans and 
"out of step with America." 
And Sen. Lindsey Graham 
of South Carolina said 
wryly of Amash's position, "I 
don't think it'sgoing to be a 
trend-setting move." 

As Democrats weigh their 
options, Trump is almost 
taunting them by testing 
the bounds of executive 
power in ways few other 
administrations have. The 
White House contendsthat 
even formeremployeeslike 
McGahn do not have to 
abide by subpoenas from 
Congress. 

A short time later House J u- 
diciary Chairman Jerrold 
Nadler issued subpoenas 
for more Trump administra¬ 
tion offic ia Is—former White 
House communications di¬ 
rector Hope Hicks and An¬ 
nie Donaldson, a former 
aide in the White House 
counsel's office — for doc¬ 
uments and testimony. 
Trump's former White House 
counsel is the most-cited 
witness in Mueller's Trump- 
Russia investigation report, 
recounting the president's 
attempts to interfere with 
the probe. And that makes 
his silence all the more infu¬ 
riating for Democrats. 
Nadlergaveled open Tues¬ 
day's hearing with a stem 
warning that McGahn will 
be held in contempt for 
failing to appear. 

'Our subpoenas are not 
optional," Nadler said. 'We 
will not allow the president

SEATTLE (AP) — Ashes to 
ashes, guts to dirt. 

Gov. J ay Inslee signed leg¬ 
islation Tuesday making 
Washington the first state 
to approve composting as 
an alternative to burying or 
cremating human remains. 
It allows licensed facilities 
to offer "natural organic 
reduction," which turns a 
body, mixed with substanc¬ 
es such as wood chips 
and straw, into about two 
wheelbarrows' worth of soil 
in a spa n of severa I weeks 
Loved ones are allowed to 
keep the soil to spread, just 
as they might spread the 
ashes of someone who has 
been cremated — oreven 
use it to plant vegetables 
ora tree. 

"It gives meaning and use 
to what happens to our 
bodies after death," said 
Nora Menkin, executive di¬ 
rector of the Seattle-based 
People's Memorial Associa¬ 
tion, which helps people 
plan forfunerals. 

Supporters say the meth¬ 
od is an environmentally 
friendly alternative to cre¬ 
mation, which releases 
carbon dioxide and par¬ 
ticulates into the air, and 
conventional burial, in 
which people are drained 
of their blood, pumped full 
of formaldehyde and other 
chemicals that can pollute 
groundwater, and placed 
in a nearly indestructible 
coffin, taking up land. 
"That's a serious weight on 
the earth and the environ¬ 


ment as your final farewell," 
said Sen. Jamie Pedersen, 
the Seattle Democrat who 
sponsored the measure. 

He said the legislation was 
inspired by his neighbor 
Katrina Spade, who was 
an architecture graduate 
student at the University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst, 
when she began research¬ 
ing the funeral industry. She 
came up with the idea for 
human composting, mod¬ 
eling it on a practice farm¬ 
ers have long used to dis¬ 
pose of livestock. 

She tweaked the process 
and found that wood 
chips, aIfaIfa and straw cre- 
ated a mixture of nitrogen 
and carbon that acceler¬ 
ates natural decomposi¬ 
tion when a body is placed 
in a temperature- and 
moisture-controlled vessel 
and rotated. 

A pilot project at Washing¬ 
ton State University tested 
the idea last year on six 
bodies, all donors who 
Spade said wanted to be 
part of the study. 

In 2017, Spade founded 
Recompose, a company 
working to bring the con¬ 
cept to the public. It's work¬ 
ing on raising nearly $7 mil¬ 
lion to establish a facility in 
Seattle and begin to ex¬ 
pand elsewhere, she said. 
State law previously dic¬ 
tated that remains be dis¬ 
posed of by burial or cre¬ 
mation. The law, which 
takes effect in May 2020, 
added composting as 
well as alkaline hydrolysis, 
a process already legal in 


19 other states. The latter 
uses heat, pressure, water 
and chemicals like lye to 
reduce remains 
Cemeteries across the 
country are allowed to of¬ 
fer natural or "green" buri¬ 
als, by which people are 
buried in biodegradable 
shrouds or caskets without 
being embalmed. Com¬ 
posting could be a good 
option in cities where cem¬ 
etery land is scarce, Peder¬ 
sen said. Spade described 


it as 'the urban equivalent 
to natural burial." 

The state senator said he 
has received angry emails 
from people who object to 
the idea, calling it undigni¬ 
fied or disgusting. 

'The imagetheyhave isthat 
you're going to toss Uncle 
Henry out in the backyard 
and cover him with food 
scraps,"Pedersen said. 

To the c o ntra ry, he sa id, the 
processwill be respectful. 
Recompose's website envi¬ 


sions an atrium-like space 
where bodies are com¬ 
posted in compartments 
stacked in a honeycomb 
design. Families will be able 
to visit, providing an emo¬ 
tional connection typically 
missing at crematoriums, 
the company says. 

"It'san interesting concept," 
said Edward Bixby, presi¬ 
dent of the Placerville, Cal¬ 
ifornia-based Green Burial 
Council. "I'm curious to see 
how well it's received

New federal charges 
filed in California 
synagogue shooting 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — New 

federal charges were filed 
Tuesday against a man ac¬ 
cused of opening fire in a 
Southern California syna¬ 
gogue, killing one person 
and wounding three oth¬ 
ers. 

A grand jury handed up a 
revised indictment against 
John T. Earnest, 19, that 
adds four counts of dis¬ 
charging a firearm during 
crimes of violence. 

He earlier pleaded not 
guilty to 109 federal charg¬ 
es, including committing a 
hate crime, and to state 
charges, including mur¬ 
der, in connection with 
the April 27 attack on the 
Chabad of Poway syna¬ 
gogue. Those chargesalso 
include attempted arson 
at a mosque in nearby Es¬ 
condido a month earlier. 
Prosecutors haven't de¬ 
cided whether to seek the 
death penalty. 

Prosecutors say Earnest 


opened fire with a semi¬ 
automatic assault rifle 
and was carrying 50 extra 
rounds but had trouble re¬ 
loading the weapon. Dur¬ 
ing that pause, several 
members of the congre¬ 
gation, including an off- 
duty Border Patrol agent, 
chased him away, authori¬ 
ties said. He drove away 
but was la ter captured. 

The attack killed 60-year- 
old Lori Kaye, who was hit 
twice as she prayed in the 
synagogue foyer. Wound¬ 
ed were Rabbi Yisroel 
Goldstein, who was lead¬ 
ing the service on the last 
day of the J ewish holiday 
of Passover, an 8-year-old 
girl and heruncle. 

On Wednesday evening, 
the synagogue plans to 
dedicate a Torah scroll — 
a handwritten copy of bib¬ 
lical books that is consid¬ 
ered the most sacred ob¬ 
ject in J udaism — in honor 
of Kaye.□

reading a book that dis¬ 
cusses the impact of the 
criminal justice system on 
black men, drawing outcry 
from First Amendment ad¬ 
vocates who say the move 
is censorship. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union called on the Arizona 
Department of Corrections 
this week to rescind the 
ban on 'Chokehold: Polic¬ 
ing Black Men." The book 
by Paul Butler, a formerfed- 
eral prosecutor, examines 
law enforcement and mass 
incarceration through its 
treatment of African Ameri¬ 
can men. 

"In orderforthem to ban a 
book, they have to show 
the restriction is related to 
a legitimate prison inter¬ 
est," said Emerson Sykes, 
an ACLU attorney. 'There's 
no interest to keep inmates 
from learning about the 
criminal justice system and 
policing." 

Butler, a criminal law pro¬ 
fessor at Georgetown Uni¬ 
versity, said his publisher 
was notified by email in 
March that his book had 
"unauthorized content." 
The notice did not specify 
what led to the decision 
but warned that some as¬ 
pect of the 2017 book was 
"detrimental to the safe, 
secure, and orderly opera¬ 


tion of the facility." 

Butler said he is mystified as 
to what raised alarm bells. 
He uses the title, which is 
a maneuver police have 
used to restrain a suspect 
by the neck, throughout 
the bookasa metaphorfor 
how society and law subju¬ 
gate black men. Nowhere 
does Butler advocate vio¬ 
lent or retaliatory behavior. 
"I disavow violence be¬ 
cause first, I think it's immor¬ 
al, and second, because it 
wouldn't work," Butler said. 
"I've received letters from 
several inmates who have 
read 'Chokehold' while 
they are serving time. No 
one has indicated that 
reading 'Chokehold' has 
caused any problems in 
prison." 

Arizona's corrections de¬ 
partment prohibits inmates 
from receiving publications 
that contain any depic¬ 
tions or descriptions that 
would incite or facilitate a 
riot, a resistance or stop¬ 
ping work. They also can't 
contain pictures, illustra¬ 
tions or text that encour¬ 
age "unacceptable sexual 
or hostile behaviors." Any 
publications with sexually 
explicit material or sexual 
representations of inmates 
and law enforcement also 
are not permitted. 
Corrections spokesman 
Andrew Wilder said the 
department had not yet 
received the ACLU's letter 
asking for the ban to be 
reversed and declined fur- 
thercomment Monday. 

The agency is in a court 
battle over a similar case. 
Prison Legal News, a month¬ 
ly journal, sued corrections 
officials in 2015 for refus¬ 
ing to deliver four issues in 
2014. The publication said 
in court documents that 
there were descriptions of 
"non-salacious"sexual con¬ 
tact between jail guards 
and prisoners when talk¬ 
ing about incidents where 
inmates were sexually ha¬ 
rassed. The case is set for 
trial laterthisyear. 
Supporters say access to 
books for the more than 
2 million people incarcer¬ 
ated in the U.S. can make 
all the difference for life 


outside the prison walls 
More education decreas¬ 
es the likelihood of repeat 
offenses and can lead to 
better job prospects later, 
according to inmate advo¬ 
cates They point to studies 
showing the literacy rates 
of incarcerated white, 
blackand Hispanic people 
are significantly lowerthan 
their non-incarcerated 
counterparts. 

About half the adult prison 
population doesn't have a 
high school degree, said 
Christia Mercer, a philoso¬ 
phy professor at Columbia 
University who has taught 
classes in New York pris¬ 
ons Reading books can 
be transformative and help 
them feel like they are us¬ 
ing their time to make 
something of themselves. 
"Unless the book itself pro¬ 
motes violence, there is 
never a reason not to al¬ 
low it," Mercer said. 'Short 
of that, anything that gets 
people to read and think 
about themselves in the 
world is just going to be 
good forthe person." 
Arizona's population of 7.1 
million is roughly 5% black, 
according to the U.S. cen¬ 
sus Asof October2018, the 
corrections department 
found black people make 
up 14.5% of the 42,000 in¬ 
mates in the Arizona sys¬ 
tem. 

'One in 19blackmen are in 
prison in Arizona right now," 
Butler said. "Rather than 
acknowledge it's a good 
thing that inmates want to 
read about and debate 
important public policy, Ar¬ 
izona pushes back against 
rehabilitation, against liter¬ 
acy, against the Constitu¬ 
tion." 

Sykes, of the ACLU, said 
the group is prepared to 
sue if corrections officials 
fail to respond to its written 
request to end the book's 
exclusion. He believes the 
ban was made based on 
content, which would be 
unconstitutional. 

It's not uncommon forstate 
prisons to ban books, Sykes 
said. 'Chokehold" is also 
not the first book dealing 
with racial justice issues to 
be prohibitedO

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

The San Francisco police 
chief said Tuesday that he 
respects the news media 
but a freelance journal¬ 
ist whose home and office 
were raided by officers had 
"crossed the line" by join¬ 
ing a conspiracy to steal a 
confidential report. 

Chief William Scott ad¬ 
dressed reportersata news 
conference, hours after 
police agreed in court to 
return property seized from 
Bryan Carmody in raids 
aimed at uncovering the 
source of a leaked police 
report into the unexpected 
death of the city's public 
defender, J eff Adachi. 
Tensions are high in the 
case, which has alarmed 
journalism advocates and 
put pressure on elected 
leaders in this politically 
liberal city to defend the 
press. 

Authorities believe that a 
police department em¬ 
ployee was involved and 
had contact with Carmo¬ 
dy. 

'We believe that that con¬ 
tact and that interaction 
wentacrossthe line. Itwent 
pastjustdoing yourjob asa 
journalist," Scott said. 

He added: "Thisisa big deal 
to us, aswell it should be. It's 
a big deal to the public. It's 
a big deal to you all." 

Scott said the primary tar¬ 
get of the ongoing inves¬ 
tigation is the employee, 
whose identity investiga¬ 
tors do not know. He said 
the secondary focus is on 
Carmody, who may have 
been motivated by profit or 
a desire to tarnish Ad a chi's 
reputation, or both. 
Carmody's attorney, Thom¬ 
as Burke, declined to com¬ 
ment. Carmody did not re¬ 
spond to an email request 
for comment. He said on 
Twitterthat he was pleased 


with the return of his eq uip- 
ment but that he will have 
to replace numerous cam¬ 
eras, cellphones and com¬ 
puters for security reasons. 
A GoFundMe campaign 
has raised nearly $15,000 
for him. 

His main goal, he said, is to 
ensure 'that nothing seized 
can be used against my¬ 
self, North Bay Television 
News or our sources." 

Media organizationsacross 
the country criticized the 
May 10 raids as a violation 
of California's shield law, 
which specifically protects 
journalists from search war¬ 
rants. The Associated Press 
is among dozens of news 
organizations siding with 
Carmody and seeking to 
submit a friend-of-the-court 
brief. 

The case will soon return to 
court. Carmody's attorney 
and media organizations 
have asked to unseal war¬ 
rant materials and revoke 
the search warrants. San 
Francisco Superior Court 
J udge Samuel Feng hasnot 
ruled yet on those requests, 
but he set dead lines for fur- 
therfilings 

The editorial board of the 
San Francisco Chronicle 
has joined with other pub¬ 
lications in criticizing city 
leaders, including Mayor 
London Breed, forfailing to 
quickly condemn the po¬ 
lice actions. A Chronicle 
report published Monday 
named supervisors who 
have not returned mes¬ 
sages for comment on the 
raids. 

When they arrived at Car¬ 
mody's home, police had 
a sledgehammer, and they 
cuffed him for hours. 

Breed initially defended the 
raidsbuton Sunday posted 
messages on Twitter say¬ 
ing she was "not okay" with 
raids on reporters. 

District Attorney George 
Gascon, whose office 


would norma lly be responsi¬ 
ble for prosecuting Carmo¬ 
dy, condemned the police. 
He said he has not seen the 
wa rra nts, whicharesealed, 
but he could not imagine 
a situation where warrants 
would be appropriate. 
'Seizing the entire haystack 
to find the needle risks vio¬ 
lating the confidences Mr. 
Carmody owes to all his 
sources, not just the person 
who leaked the police re¬ 
port," he said in a Monday 
tweet. 

The police chief acknowl¬ 
edged the uproar, saying 
that in hindsight the de- 
partmentcould have done 
things differently and will 
strive to leam from its mis¬ 
takes. 

'We respect the news me¬ 
dia," he said. 'We have to 
own what we own and 
move forward, and try to 
get betteratwhat we do." 
The city attorney's office 
did not send an attorney 
to Tuesday's hearing, and 
spokesman J ohn Cote said 
the office is "not appearing 
in court on that matter." 


The duties of the city at¬ 
torney's office include 
providing legal services 
to city agencies such as 
police, but Cote said the 
office does not represent 
the police in proceedings 
related to search warrants, 
because police have their 
own in-house counsel for 
that. 

In court documents, Car¬ 
mody has said he is a vet¬ 
eran journalist who is often 
the first on the scene of 
breaking news He provides 
video news packages to 
outlets in return for pay¬ 
ment. 

He said a source gave 
him a preliminary police 
report on Adachi's death 
that contained unsavory 
details. Carmody went 
on to sell copies of the re¬ 
port along with video foot¬ 
age from the scene of the 
death and information ob¬ 
tained from interviews to 
three news stations. 

The leak infuriated city su¬ 
pervisors. They scolded 
police for anonymously 
releasing the report to the 


press, saying it was an at¬ 
tempt to smearthe legacy 
of Adachi, who wasan out¬ 
spoken critic of police. An 
autopsy blamed Adachi's 
Feb. 22 death on a mixture 
of cocaine and alcohol 
that compromised an al¬ 
ready bad heart. 

People who want to crack 
down on joumalistscome in 
all political stripes, said Jim 
Wheaton, founder of the 
First Amend ment Project, a 
public interest law firm. 
'They went after him be¬ 
cause he's all by himself," 
Wheaton said. "And the 
fact that he sells the mate¬ 
rials that he packages. He 
puts together a journalism 
report including documents 
and sells it. That's what jour¬ 
nalism is." It was unclear 
who is paying Carmody's 
legal fees. His attorney, 
Thomas Burke, declined to 
comment. San Francisco 
police have defended the 
raids, and police attorney 
Ronnie Wagner said she in¬ 
tends to respond to the re¬ 
quests made by Burke and

LONDON (AP) — In a ma¬ 
jor concession, British Prime 
Minister Theresa May on 
Tuesday offered U.K. law¬ 
makers the chance to vote 
on whether to hold a new 
referendum on the coun¬ 
try's membership in the Eu¬ 
ropean Union — but only if 
they back herthrice-reject- 
ed Brexit agreement. 

May made the offer as part 
of a desperate attempt to 
persuade Parliament to 
back a divorce deal that 
will allow the U.K. make an 
orderly, if delayed, depar¬ 
ture from the EU. 

She plans to ask the House 
of Commons to vote in 
early June on a withdraw¬ 
al agreement bill, in what 
May called a "last chance" 
to seal a Brexit deal. Soon 
after that vote, she will give 
a timetable for her depar¬ 
ture asConservative leader 
and prime minister. 

In a speech Tuesday, May 
said the bill would include 
"a requirement to vote on 
whether to hold a second 


referendum" that would 
give Britons a chance to 
approve or reject the terms 
of Brexit. A referendum is a 
key demand of opposition 
lawmakers who have until 
now rejected May'sdeal. 

"I do not believe that this 
is a route we should take," 
said May, who haslong op¬ 
posed a new public vote 
on Brexit. "But I recognize 


the genuine and sincere 
strength of feeling across 
the House on this important 
issue." 

The Brexit referendum, 
however, will only happen 
if Parliament backs the EU 
withdrawal bill and it be¬ 
comes law, something that 
still seems unlikely, despite 
May's last-minute changes. 
Jeremy Corbyn, leader of 


the main opposition Labour 
Party, said May's new bill 
wasmerely"a repackaging 
of the same old bad deal, 
rejected three times by Par¬ 
liament." 

Ian Blackford, a lawmaker 
with the pro-EU Scottish Na¬ 
tional Party, said it was'too 
little, too late from a prime 
minister who is headed for 
the exit door." 


May's tack toward the op¬ 
position further angered 
pro-Brexit Conservative 
lawmakers, who are al¬ 
ready furious at her failure 
to ta ke Brita in out of the EU 
on schedule. They want to 
replace herwith a staunch 
Brexit supporter such as 
Boris J ohnson, a former for¬ 
eign secretary. 

'There's nothing new or 
bold about this bad buffet 
of non-Brexit options," said 
Ian Duncan Smith, a former 
Conservative leader. 
Conservative lawmaker 
Owen Paterson, a promi¬ 
nent Brexiteer, tweeted 
that the referendum vote 
promise was "a direct insult 
to 17.4m people" who vot¬ 
ed in 2016to leave the EU. 
Britain voted for Brexit in 
J une 2016 and was due to 
leave the EU on March 29, 
but the bloc has extend¬ 
ed the deadline until Oct. 
31 amid the U.K.'s political 
impasse. Talks on secur¬ 
ing a compromise on the 
Brexit deal between May's 
Conservatives and Labour 
broke down lastweek.Q

By GBRMOULSON 
Associated Aess 
BERUN (AP) — Austrian 
Chancellor Sebastian Kurz 
is set to face a no-confi- 
dence vote in parliament 
next week after his gov¬ 
erning coalition collapsed 
overa corruption scandal.

The opposition Now party 
has drawn up a no-confi- 
dence motion seeking to 
oust Kurz before an early 
national election expected 
in September. 

Kurz called for that elec¬ 
tion after far-right Freedom 
Party leaderHeinz-Christian 
Strache, who was his vice 
chancellor, resigned Satur¬ 
day. Strache wasshown on 


video appearing to offer 
favors to a purported Rus¬ 
sian investor during a meet¬ 
ing two years ago on the 
Spanish island of Ibiza. 

Kurz's party holds only 61 of 


the 183 seats in parliament. 
It isn't yet c lea r whetherthe 
second- and third-biggest 
parties, the center-left So¬ 
cial Democrats and the 
Freedom Party, will vote to 


remove him — depriving 
the 32-year-old of the ad¬ 
vantage of going into the 
national election as the in¬ 
cumbent. 

That would leave President 


Alexander Van der Bellen 
to name an interim chan¬ 
cellor. 

While Kurz remains in office 
Van der Bellen has asked 
him to propose interim min¬ 
isters to replace the Free¬ 
dom Party politicians who 
have left the government 
— including the interior, de¬ 
fense and labor ministers. 
The president said Foreign 
Minister Karin Kneissl, who 
was nominated by the 
Freedom Party but isn't a 
party member, hasagreed 
to stay on. 

Van der Bellen, a liberal 
whose position puts him 
above the cut-and-thrust 
of politics, said the interim 
ministerswill have to be "im¬ 
peccable experts." 

"Let us not forget that the re 
has been a massive be¬ 
trayal of trust as a result of 
this disturbing image of im¬ 
morality from Ibiza," he said 
after meeting Kurz. 

Strache has said he was set 
up through illegal surveil¬ 
lance but conceded his 
behavior was "stupid, irre¬

By ARTTZ PARRA 
Associated Press 
MADRID (AP) — A frag¬ 
mented Spanish Parliament

Official: Poland entitled to seek German VWVII reparations

WARSAW, Poland (AP) — A 

Polish official said his coun¬ 
try is entitled to seek World 
Warll re pa ratio ns from Ger¬ 
many, arguing Tuesday 
that no documents or re¬ 
cords show Poland ever re¬ 
nounced its right to do so. 
Berlin has repeatedly said 
there is no legal basis for 
the claims because the 
matter was settled in a 1953 
agreement. But prominent 
ruling party lawmakerArka- 
diusz Mularczyktold The As¬ 
sociated Press said that a 
copy of a 1953 note from a 
government session, signed 
only by Poland'scommunist 
leaderofthe time, Boleslaw 
Bierut, is not legally binding. 
Po la nd's c u rre nt a utho ritie s 


have argued the 1953 de¬ 
cision is invalid because it 
was dictated by Moscow 
when Poland was a satel¬ 
lite of the Soviet Union. 
Mularczyk believes that 
raising re pa ratio ns with Ber¬ 
lin would improve bilateral 
ties. He said Poland ha snot 
been adequately com¬ 
pensated for the human 
and material losses it suf¬ 
fered under Nazi German 
occupation from 1939-45. 
Mularczyk heads a team of 
experts counting the losses 
and their long-term effects 
on Poland, and intends to 
present it to Germany and 
other countries on Sept. 1, 
the 80th anniversary of the 
German invasion of Po¬ 
land. Poland's ruling con¬ 


servative nationalist Law 
and J ustice party said last 
year that the nation de¬ 
serves compensation for its 
losses a nd set up a tea m of 
lawmakers under Mularo- 
zyk's leadership to estimate 
how much isdue. 

He said the estimate of loss¬ 
es will be higher than the 
currently cited $850 million, 
which derives from a 1947 
count. It will include losses 
to all who were Poland's 
citizens in 1939, including 
Jews and other minorities 
Germany has paid some 
compensation to individu¬ 
al Poles who were forced 
laborers or victims of Ger¬ 
man pseudo-medical ex¬ 
periments during the Nazis' 
wartime occupation.Q

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UN envoy warns Libya is on veige of descending to c ivil war

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 

The U.N. envoy for Libya 
warned Tuesday that the 
oil-rich nation "is on the 
verge of descending into a 
civil war" that could divide 
the country and imperil the 
sec urity of its neig hborsa nd 
the wider Mediterranean 
region. 

Ghassan Salame told the 
Security Council that ex¬ 
tremists from the Islamic 
State and al-Qaida are al¬ 
ready exploiting the secu¬ 
rity vacuum sparked by the 
offensive to take the capi¬ 
tal Tripoli launched April 
4 by the self-styled Libyan 
National Army led by Field 
M a rsha I Kha lifa Hifter. 

He said the black flags of 
the Islamic State extrem¬ 
ist group are appearing in 
southern Libya and there 
have been four attacks by 
its fighters in the south since 
April 4 that together have 
killed 17 people, wounded 
more than 10 and led to 
eig ht kidnappings 
"Libyan forces that had 


in the past courageously 
defended their coun¬ 
try against these terrorist 
groups are now busy fight¬ 
ing each other," Salame 
said. 


Besides innocent Libyans 
being increasingly subject¬ 
ed to the increasing wrath 
of Islamic State extremists, 
he said, 'there will be spill¬ 
over of this violence to Lib¬ 


ya's immediate neighbors." 
Civil war in Libya in 2011 
toppled and later killed 
longtime dictator Moam- 
marGadhafi, and the cha¬ 
os that followed resulted 


in a divided country, with 
a U.N.-aligned, but weak, 
administration in Tripoli 
overseeing the country's 
west and a government in 
the east aligned with Hifter. 
Each is backed by an ar¬ 
ray of militias and armed 
groups fighting over re- 
sourcesand territory. 
Salame lamented that 
when Hifter launched the 
offensive on April 4 'the 
capital was enjoying a 
measure of increased se¬ 
curity, the population a 
much more stable cur¬ 
rency and an improved 
economic outlook, and 
the political process, de¬ 
spite many obstacles, was 
moving forward "with a na¬ 
tional conference 10 days 
away to chart a roadmap 
to elections and a united 
future for Libya. 

But 48 days into Hitter's of¬ 
fensive, he said, more than 
460 people have died, in¬ 
cluding 29 civilians, over 
2,400 mainly civilians have 
been wounded, and over 
75,000 civilians have been 
forced from their homesO 


Greece: Supreme court heats appeal for far-left killer

ATHENS Greece (AP) — 

Greece's supreme court 
on Tuesday examined the 
rejection of a furlough re¬ 
quest by a hunger-striking 
extremist serving multiple 
life sentences for the killing 
of 11 people by Greece's 
deadliest militant organiza¬ 
tion. 

Dimitris Koufodinas, a hit 
man for the now defunct 
November 17 group which 
killed 23 people from 1975- 
2000, has been on hunger 
strike for more than two 
weeksoverthe refusal of his 
request for a leave of ab¬ 
sence from prison. He was 
moved to intensive care in 
a hospital in the central city 
of Volos last week. 

There has been a barrage 
of vandal attacks on high- 
profile targets in support of 
Koufodinas, 61, who was 
convicted in 2003 and was 
moved to a minimum-secu¬ 
rity agricultural prison last 
summer. He has received 
sixfurioughssince late 2017. 
The latest vandalism oc¬ 
curred in the middle of 


the day Tuesday, when a 
group of about 10 people 
threw red paint at parlia¬ 
ment and set off a smoke 
bomb. Other targets have 
included the U.S. ambassa¬ 
dors home, banks, shops, 


political offices and police 
stations 

The Rouvikonas anarchist 
group claimed responsibil¬ 
ity for the parliament at¬ 
tack, as it had done forthe 
paint-throwing against the 


exterior of the U.S. ambas¬ 
sador's garden wall. Police 
said one person was ar¬ 
rested in connection with 
the parliament incident, 
while authorities launched 
an investigation into how 


the paint-throwers gained 
access to the building's ex¬ 
terior. 

Later Tuesday, riot police 
fired tear gas to disperse 
a group of anarchists who 
tried to vandalize elec¬ 
toral stands in central 
Athens before European 
Parliament and Greek lo¬ 
cal elections Sunday. The 
anarchists were holding a 
march to voice support for 
Koufodinas. No arrests were 
reported. 

Tuesday's hearing, which 
was to determine whether 
Koufodinas' request should 
be re-examined, was held 
behind closed doors and 
with a heavy police guard. 
Supreme court prosecu¬ 
tor Xeni Dimitriou, who had 
ordered a review of the 
decision to deny the fur¬ 
lough, has argued even 
those serving multiple life 
sentences are entitled to 
leaves of absence from 
prison. 

The supreme court panel 
hearing the case isexpect- 
ed to issue a decision in the 
coming days. □

JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — 

Indonesian President Joko 
Widodo has been elected 
fora second term, official 
results showed, in a victory 
over a would-be strong¬ 
man who aligned himself 
with Islamic hard-liners 
and vowed Tuesday to 
challenge the result in the 
country's highest court. 
Official counting was com¬ 
pleted just before midnight 
and the Election Commis¬ 
sion announced the formal 
result early Tuesday. It said 
Widodo won 55.5% of the 
vote in the April 17 election 
to 45.5% for his challeng¬

Security agents cordoned 
off the federal courtroom in 
Buenos Aires as Fernandez 
arrived to face charges of 
heading "an illegal asso¬ 
ciation" for embezzlement 
involving public works proj¬ 
ects during her 2007-2015 
presidency. She denies 
any wrongdoing and she 
remains a highly popular 


if divisive figure among Ar¬ 
gentines 

"A new trial where I should 
have never been sum¬ 
moned is beginning," 
Fernandez said on Twitter. 
'This is a new act of perse¬ 


cution with only one goal: 
to place a former president 
who opposes the current 
government in the defen- 
dant'sbenchduring a pres¬ 
idential campaign." 

At the courtroom, she lis¬ 


tened to the charges 
against her while she sat 
next to her attorney, but 
she did not comment. Poli¬ 
ticians, union leaders and 
human rights leaders sup¬ 
porting her sat nearby sep¬ 


arated by a glass panel. 
Outside, dozens of sympa¬ 
thizers chanted her name 
and waved national flags 
in sky-blue and white. In 
separate cases, Fernandez 
faces formal investigations 
into allegations of money 
laundering and criminal as¬ 
sociation during heradmin- 
istration and that of Nestor 
Kirchner, her late husband 
and predecessor. 

Although several former 
Argentine presidents have 
faced trials, Fernandez is 
the only one to do so while 
having a clear chance of 
returning to power. 

The weekend announce¬ 
ment that Alberto Fernan¬ 
dez— no relation — would 
instead lead the ticket 
shook up the election race 
and forced political parties 
to rethinktheirstrategies.

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mex¬ 
ico is studying a change 
in the way it handles the 
migrants who have been 
overwhelming its facili¬ 
ties near the border with 
Guatemala, and may try 
to keep more of them in 
newly constructed volun¬ 
tary shelters rather than in 
detention facilities 
Tonatiuh Guillen, director 
of the National Immigra¬ 
tion Institute, told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press this week that 
migrants requesting asylum 
orcertain othervisaswould 
be free to come and go 
from the facilities. He said 
the first such shelter would 
be built in Chiapasnearthe 
southern border. 

Guillen said officials are 
looking at a 37-acre (15 
hectare) property in Tapa- 
chula. "If everything goes 
well, in the second half of 
the year we would begin 
design and hopefully con¬ 
struction of the new facility 
that is more like a shelter 
and not confinement, co¬ 


existence and not control," 
he said. 

Mexico has been over¬ 
whelmed by the flow of 
U.S.-bound migrants, es¬ 
pecially Central American 


families with children, in 
recent months, many of 
whom have travelled in 
caravans. 

President Andres Manuel 
Lopez Obrador has insisted 


that his main strategy to 
deal with migration is to 
improve conditions in their 
countries of origin so they 
don't feel compelled to 
leave. 


However, detentions and 
deportations in Mexico are 
up 150% so far this year. 
Guillen did not provide 
many details for the plan 
that is still being developed. 
But he said the idea is to re¬ 
duce the number of immi¬ 
grant detention centers — 
there are now more than 
50 — and reserve them for 
migrants who are awaiting 
deportation. 

The rest, such as those re¬ 
questing asylum or holding 
regional permits to work or 
travel in southern Mexico, 
would have access to the 
new shelters. 

'This proposal speaks to the 
crisis in Mexico's immigra¬ 
tion system and mainly in 
the (National Immigration 
Institute)," said Abbdel Ca- 
margo, a researcher at the 
College of the Southern 
Border.

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Renaissance man: Reilein ready to breathe new life into Cavs

INDEPENDENCE, Ohio (AP) 

— High on a wall and 
across the courts from 
where J ohn Beilein was sit¬ 
ting, the Cavaliers' basket¬ 
ball history stared the new 
coach in the face. 

He wants to make it richer. 
"Look at all those ban¬ 
ners up there," Beilein said, 
pointing toward reminders 
of the 2016 NBA champion¬ 
ship, Eastern Conference 
titles and division crowns 
won by the Cavs— most of 
them in the past decade. 
"It'sbeen done before. Why 
can't it be done again?" 
This basketball renaissance 
man is ready for his next re¬ 
covery project. 

Saying he won't use the 
word "rebuild," Beilein was 
introduced Tuesday by 
the Cavs, whose surprising 
choice of the 66-year-old 
was met with skepticism 
only by those who haven't 
crossed pathswith him over 
his more than four decades 
asa coach. 

Cleveland's expansive 
search ended last week 
with someone who haswon 
at every level in college 

— most recently during a 
12-year run at Michigan — 
and will now see if his team- 
first, family-oriented style 
can work in the pros 
"He's all the things you 
would want in a head 
coach," Cavs owner Dan 
Gilbert said. 

Even before being es¬ 
corted onto the podium 
by general manager Koby 
Altman, Beilein showed his 
eagerness to turn around 
a team whose run of four 
straight finals ended this 
season following the de¬ 
parture of LeBron James 
Ihe Cavs went 19-63 and 
parted with two coaches. 
About an hour before the 
news conference, Beilein 
peeled off his suit coat, 
went onto the floor and 
rebounded for Cavs for¬ 
ward Larry Nance Jr., one 
of the team's core players 
Moments later, he chatted 
with point guard Collin Sex¬ 
ton, who had just gotten 
off a plane from the Philip¬ 
pines and was soon prac¬ 
ticing a jump shot that im¬ 
proved dramatically during 
his rookie season. 


Beilein'sfirstpublic moments 
as Cleveland's coach 
couldn't have gone better. 
He was joined by his wife, 
Kathleen, who has been 
with him every step of the 
way of a coaching career 
that began at Newfane 
Central High School in New 
York. All four of their chil¬ 
dren were in attendance 
along with four grandchil¬ 
dren, including grandson 
Johnny, who recently re¬ 
vealed to his grandpa that 
the Golden State Warriors 
are his favorite team. 
"Here's the good news," 
Beilein said. "Before we 
were hired here, Cavswere 
No. 20 on the list. Now he 
sayswe're all the way up to 
No. 2. So that'sgood." 
Beilein said coaching in the 
NBA was never on his buck¬ 
et list. While he accom¬ 


plished everything in col¬ 
lege coaching, the excep¬ 
tion being a Division I NCAA 
championship, Beilein says 
he would have had no re¬ 
grets had he finished his 
careerat Michigan. 

But the chance to bring 
back the Cavs was too 
much to pass up. His court¬ 
ship with Cleveland was a 
whirlwind. An initial meet¬ 
ing with Altman quickly es¬ 
calated to Gilbert sitting in 
his kitchen to work out a 
five-year contract. 

As in previous stops at Le 
Moyne, Canisius, Rich¬ 
mond, West Virginia and 
West Virginia, Cleveland 
offers a challenge. 

"Rebuild is not a word we're 
going to use here, I saw it 
more as a renaissance," 
he said. "Let's just change 
and let's see what we can 


through different trial and 
error. It was one (job) that 
was appealing to me. Ev¬ 
ery single time that we've 
decided to do this, some 
people would say with ev¬ 


ery job, and probably with 
this one, 'What are you 
crazy? Why are you do¬ 
ing that? And I say exactly 
that, opportunity and chal¬ 
lenges go hand in hand.'O

"The Wa rrionsswepttheirway 
to a fifth straight NBA Finals, 
getting triple-doubles from 
Stephen Curry and Green 
in a 119-117 overtime vic¬ 
tory on Monday night. 

"The two-time defending 
champions overcame a 
double-digit deficit for the 
third straight game against 
the Blazers, back in the 
conference finals for the 
first time since 2000. 

Green had 18 points, 14 re¬ 
bounds and 11 a ssists, a nd 
made a key 3-pointer in 
overtime. Curry added 37 
points, 12 rebounds and 11 
assists. "They became the 
first teammates to have 
triple-doubles in the same 
pla yoff game. 

"The Warriors will face the 
winner of the Eastern Con¬ 
ference finals between To¬ 
ronto and Milwaukee. The 
Bucks lead that series 2-1 
with Game 4 on Tuesday 
night in Canada. 

"The Warriors came back 
from 17 down after erasing 
an 18-point deficit in Game 
3 and a 17-point hole in 
Game 2. 

'We've been here before. 


We've seen everything, 
every experience you can 
imagine. So we relied on 
that,"Curry said. 

Playing without Kevin Du¬ 
rant, Andre Iguodala and 
DeMarcus Cousins, the 
Warriors became the first 
team to reach five straight 
finals since the Boston Celt¬ 
ics went to 10 in a row from 
1957-66. 

Damian Lilia rd, playing 
with separated ribs, had 
28 points and 12 assists 
for Portland.

Why wasn't it enough when 
he won lastsummeratShin- 
necock Hills to become the 
first repeat winner of the 
U.S. Open in 29 years, and 
only the second player to 
successfully defend the U.S. 
Open since Ben Hogan in 
1951? Same major, yes, but 
Erin Hills and Shinnecock 
were entirely different tests 
What kept him from mega¬ 
star status when he added 
the PGA Championship last 
summer at Bellerive to join 
ligerWoods,J ackNicklaus, 
Hogan and Gene Sarazen 
as the only players to win 
the U.S. Open and the PGA 
in the same year? That kind 
of company is as elite as it 
gets. 

What made Koepka differ¬ 
ent was that he seemed 
to show up only at the big 
events lhat'sa nice prob¬ 
lem to have. 

Koepka now has won four 
of his last eight majors, 
a stretch not seen since 
Woods won seven of 11 in 
an amazing run through 
the 2002 U.S. Open at Beth- 
page Black. "The only other 


tournaments Koepka won 
during his run of majors was 
the Dunlop Phoenix in Ja¬ 
pan in 2017 (by nine shots) 
and the CJ Cup last fall in 
South Korea. 

Woods won 19 other times 
during his stretch of majors, 
15ofthemonthe PGA Tour. 
Roger Maltbie's description 
ofWoodsat Pebble Beach 
— "It's not a fair fight" — 
goes well beyond that 2000 
U.S. Open. It's neverfairto 
compare Woods with any¬ 


one. He won at a rate nev¬ 
er before seen in golf, and 
it probably won't happen 
again. 

Koepka is aware that his 
trophy collection is weight¬ 
ed heavily toward the ma¬ 
jors. J ustin Ray of a golf an¬ 
alytics group called "15th 
Club" pointed outoverthe 
weekend that Woods and 
Koepka are the only active 
players who have more 
victoriesthan missed cuts in 
the majors: 15-9 for Woods, 


4-2 for Koepka. 

Don't get the idea that 
Koepka would trade any 
of his four majors for a few 
more TexasOpensorPhoe- 
nixOpens. It simply explains 
why it took longer for golf 
fans to embrace what he 
has done in the last two 
years. 

Koepka touched on this 
Saturday nightafterhe had 
a seven-shot lead — a PGA 
Championship record — 
and faced questions that 
were intended to find out 
what he was doing differ¬ 
ently to win majors so regu- 
la rly. 

"I'm just that much more 
focused," Koepka said. 
"I think I'm more focused 
than anybody out there. 
My focus probably goes 
up, I don't know, tenfold of 
what it does in a tourevent 
— which isn't good. I mean, 
it's good that I'm doing it in 
the majors, but I need to do 
that in regular weeks." 
Consider some other play¬ 
ers from his generation. 
Mcllroy won 12 times start¬ 
ing with his first major in the 
2011 U.S. Open through his 
fourth major in the 2014 


PGA Championship. Spi- 
eth won the Masters and 
U.S. Open in 2015 when he 
chased the Grand Slam, 
but he also won the Val- 
spar Championship, the 
J ohn Deere Classic and the 
Tour Championship that 
year. Spieth was 23 when 
he won the third leg of the 
career Grand Slam at the 
2017 British Open, and he 
already had lltitleson the 
PGA Tour(14 worldwide). 
Iheyalso had name recog¬ 
nition before they turned 
pro. Mcllroy was the low 
amateur at Carnoustie in 
the 2007 British Open when 
he was 18. Spieth tied for 
16th in the Byron Nelson 
Classic when he was 16. 
Koepka? 

His last name was pro¬ 
nounced 'Cupcake" on 
the first tee at the Phoenix 
Open in 2015, his first PGA 
Tour victory. 

The game was always 
there. 

His caddie, Ricky Elliott, re¬ 
calls being asked to work 
for Koepka in the 2013 PGA

NEW YORK (AP) — Keith 
Thurman keeps calling 
Manny Pacquiao a legend, 
and in the boxing world, he 
probably iscorrect. 

Then the undefeated wel¬ 
terweight champion keeps 
promising to end the ring 
career of the senatorfrom 
the Philippines. 

That could happen, too. 
For once, Pacquiao is the 
underdog in the July 20 
fight in Las Vegas for the 
WBA belt. 

Or Pacquiao, holder of ti¬ 
tles in eight weight classes 
during 24 years in the sport, 
could continue his Hall of 
Fame-caliber career at 
age 40 with another im¬ 
pressive win. 

"I have been in boxing for 
two decades and I am 
never scared or intimi¬ 
dated with my opponent, 
and I am so excited for this 
fight," Pacquiao said Tues¬ 
day at a news conference 
announcing the Fox pay- 
per-view bout at the MGM 
Grand Garden Arena. 
"Keith Thurman is the kind 
of fighter you can respect. 
He is undefeated and this 
givesme more encourage¬ 
ment, motivation to work 
hard — like I did before, in 
my previous fights with big 
names in boxing. 

"I will make sure I am in 


100% condition and ready 
for the fight, and let's see 
who is tougher in the ring 
on J uly 20. It is going to be 
exciting and I like it. I like it 
I am the underdog for this 
fight, this is fun, this is what 
I want." 

What Thurman wants is to 
fully establish himself as 
the top gun in a loaded 
division. It's his first pay- 
per-view fight despite be¬ 
ing 29-0 with 22 knockouts. 
It's also an opportunity to 
prove that the rustiness he 
showed in a J anuary deci¬ 
sion over Joselito Lopez is 
gone afterThurman fought 
only three times in three 
years, in part due to injuries. 
And yeah, it's a chance to 
send Pacquiao packing to 
full-time politics 
"Come July 20, he will dis¬ 
appear. He belongs as a 
senator in the Philippines," 
Thurman said. 'What I am 
doing to Manny Pacquiao 
is what he did to Oscar De 
La Hoya." 

That would be the 2008 
manhandling that sent De 
La Hoya into retirement 
and established Pacquiao 
as a worldwide boxing 
force. 

'This is a big fight, bombs 
are being dropped," the 
29-year-old Thurman add¬ 
ed. "I waited 22 months to 


get back in the game (af¬ 
ter injuries). We have our 
ups and downs in this sport; 
your boy Keith Thurman is 
back on the rise. You will 
want to be there, especial¬ 
ly because this will be this 
man's last fig ht." 

Pacquiao smiled at Thur¬ 
man's boast. He smiled a lot 
at the smack talk on Tues¬ 
day, though the verbiage 
never got out of hand like 
it did for his previous bout, 
when he toyed with Adrien 
Bronerfor 12 rounds in J an¬ 
uary. 

Pacquiao-Thurman is an 
intriguing matchup. Al¬ 
though Pacquiao had lost 
a unanimous decision to 
J eff Horn in 2017, he deter¬ 
mined he was not through 
when many — possibly 
most — in the boxing world 
had written him off. He won 
the WBA crown from Lu¬ 
cas Matthysse a year later, 
then easily beat Broner. 

If nothing else in a 61-7- 
2 career, he has staying 
power. Thurman seemed 
headed toward elite sta¬ 
tus in the sport when he 
won the interim WBA title in 
2013 and the full champi¬ 
onship in 2015. Hiswinsover 
Shawn Porter and Danny 
Garcia were close but fair, 
and hisperformanceswere

In a separate study 
from Northwestern Mutual, 
79% of respondents said 
being financially respon¬ 
sible meant not deviating 
from a budget.

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Many online climate change lessons are actually junk

When science teacher Di¬ 
ana Allen set out to teach 
climate change, a sub¬ 
ject she'd never learned in 
school, she fell into a rab¬ 
bit's hole of misinformation: 
Many resources presented 
online as educational ma¬ 
terial were actually junk. 

"It is a pretty scary topic 
to take on," said Allen, a 
teacher at Sanford Junior 
High School, in southern 
Maine. 'There are some 
pretty tricky websites out 
there. You kind of have to 
be an expert to be able to 
see through that like, 'Oh, 
no, these guys aren't telling 
you the troth.'" 

There are materials pro¬ 
duced by climate change 
doubters, lesson plans de¬ 
veloped by the oil indus¬ 
try, and countless other 
sites with misleading or 
outdated information. The 
Climate Literacy and En¬ 
ergy Awareness Network , 
funded by federal grants, 
reviewed more than 30,000 
free online resources and 
found only 700acceptable 
for use in schools. 

'There's a lot of informa¬ 
tion that's out there that is 
broken, old, misleading, 
not scientifically sound, not 
sound technically," said 
Frank Niepold, a climate 
education coordinator at 
the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion. 

The Heartland Institute, an 
Illinois-based group that 
dismisses climate change, 
in 2017 sent thousands of 
science teachers copies of 
a book titled 'Why Scien¬ 
tists Disagree About Global 
Warming"The book, attrib¬ 
uted to the group's Non¬ 
governmental International 
Panel on Climate Change, 
misrepresents the near-uni¬ 
versal consensus of scien¬ 
tists and the United Nations' 


Intergovernmental Panel 
on Climate Change that 
global warming is real and 
man-made. 

Another resource, a set of 
six lesson plans on under¬ 
standing climate change, 
is available online from the 
Canada-based Fraser In¬ 
stitute, which counts the 
Charles Koch Foundation 
among its financial sup¬ 
porters. The lessons claim 
that mainstream climate 
scientists have made selec¬ 
tive use of data and that it's 
a matter of debate wheth¬ 
er human-generated car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions have 
contributed to climate 
change, saying 'the issues 
are farfrom settled." 

"Our history is full of ex¬ 
amples where 'common 
knowledge' was discarded 
in favor of more correct 
hypotheses," the lesson 
plans say. Among them, it 
lists, "Are diseases caused 
by evil spirits? Are natural 
disasters caused by angry 
gods?" 

And: "Doessmoking pose a 
threat to your health?" 

Also vying for educators' 
attention are classroom- 
ready materials made 
available bythe oilcompa- 


nies ExxonMobil, Chevron, 
Shell and other companies 
have invested heavily in 
promoting science, tech¬ 
nology, engineering and 
math education in K-12 
schools. Such materia Is a re 
used widely to teach topics 
related to energy, but crit- 
icssaythey can mislead by 
not addressing the role of 
burning fossil fuels in global 
warming. 

For teachers in cash- 
strapped schools, it can 
be hard to pass up the free 
handout materia Is. 

Melissa Lau, a sixth-grade 
teacher in Piedmont, Okla¬ 
homa, attended one of 
the training sessions put 
on regularly for teachers 
by the Oklahoma Energy 
Resource Bureau, which is 
funded by the oil and gas 
companies. She kept the 
$50 stipend and the tub full 
of science equipment she 
got from the group but she 
tossed its illustrated lesson 
plans featuring the charac- 
ter"Petno Pete." 

In a book available online, 
Petro Pete has a night¬ 
mare about everything 
that would be missing from 
his life if there were no pe¬ 
troleum products, from his 
toothbrush to his school 
bus 

"I get free beakersand cool 
things like that," Lau said. 
"But the curriculum itself is 
borderline propaganda." 

A spokeswoman for the in¬ 
dustry group, Dara McBee, 
said their materials align 
with Oklahoma standards, 
which do not reference 
climate change, and they 


are intended to supple¬ 
ment what students lea m in 
school. 

Kevin Leineweber, a sci¬ 
ence teacher at Cascade 
High School in Clayton, In¬ 
diana, said he is skeptical 
about resources sent to 
him, including oil industry 
materials, but some col¬ 
leagues are less so. At a 
districtwide science meet¬ 
ing a couple months ago 
one elementary school 
teacher expressed excite¬ 
ment about receiving un¬ 
solicited materials on cli¬ 
mate change in the mail, 
to help introduce the topic 
to students After talking it 
over with Leineweber, the 
teacher tossed the mailing 
of unknown origin. 

"I'm just like, 'Oh, jeez,"' 
Leineweber said. 

The oil industry materials 
have the effect of pushing 
climate change to the pe¬ 
riphery, Charles Anderson, 
a professor of science edu¬ 
cation at Michigan State 
University. 

'The school systems of the 
country are so fragmented 
and under-resourced that 
they have no choice but to 
tum to people like the oil in¬ 
dustry who offer them free 
stuff,"he said. 

Climate change education 
varies across states, and 
often from one classroom 
to the next. The Next Gen¬ 
eration Science Standards, 
which emphasize climate 
change and how humans 
are altering the planet, 
have been adopted by or 
served asa modelformost 
states. But many teachers 


report that they shy away 
from the topic not only be¬ 
cause of issues with mate¬ 
rials but also the political 
sensitivities, and uncertain¬ 
ty over where to introduce 
an issue that crosses so 
many disciplines 
Diana Allen, 48, said she 
began to see it as herduty 
to teach climate change 
even though it's not re¬ 
quired under Maine's sci¬ 
ence education standards 
For her lesson plans on cli¬ 
mate change, she turns 
primarily to otherteachers, 
pulling resourcesthey have 
vetted and shared on an 
email thread overseen 
by the National Science 
Teachers Association . Oth¬ 
er teachers have turned 
to the National Center for 
Science Education, which 
posts free climate change 
lessons and has a "scientist 
in the classroom " program. 
Many educators say that 
climate change as an 
area of instruction is still so 
new that textbook publish¬ 
ers have not caught up 
enough to provide useful 
materia Is. 

"I have a Ph.D. from Stan¬ 
ford in biochemistry, and 
it's still hard forme to source 
stuff that works in my class¬ 
room right,"said Kirstin Milks, 
an Earth science teacher 
at Bloomington High School 
South in Indiana. 

Milks helps train educators 
on how to teach climate 
change. In their applica¬ 
tions, many teachers dis¬ 
play a sense of urgency, 
she said. 

"I think we all are in that 
same boat of understand¬ 
ing that this might be one 
ofthe most important social 
justice issues of our time, 
one ofthe most important 
environmental issues of our 
time, one of the most im¬ 
portant political issues of 
ourtime,"she said. 
Sometimes educators have 
to push back against what 
their students are taught in 
otherclassrooms. 

Leigh Foy, a science 
teacher at York Suburban 
High School in Pennsylva¬ 
nia, said a social studies 
teacher at her school has 
told students for years that 
climate change is a hoax 
and he could prove it with 
an experiment.

POMHAC, Mich. (AP) — 

Three handwritten wills 
have been found in the 
suburban Detroit home of 
Aretha Franklin, months af- 
terthe death ofthe "Queen 
of Soul," including one that 
was discovered under 
cushions in the living room, 
a lawyersaid Monday. 

The latest one is dated 
March 2014 and appears 
to give the famous singer's 
assets to family members. 
Some writing is extremely 
hard to decipher, however, 
and the four pages have 
words scratched out and 
phrases in the margins. 
Franklin was 76 when she 
died last August of pan¬ 
creatic cancer. Lawyers 
and family members said 
at the time that she had 
no will, but three handwrit¬ 
ten versions were discov¬ 
ered ea rlierthis month. Two 
from 2010 were found in a 
locked cabinet aftera key 
waslocated. 

The 2014 version was inside 
a spiral notebook under 


cushions, said an attorney 
for Franklin's estate, David 
Bennett. 

Bennett, who was Frank¬ 
lin's lawyer for more than 
40 years, filed the wills on 
Monday. 


He told a judge that he's 
not sure if they're legal un¬ 
der Michigan law. A hear¬ 
ing is scheduled for June 
12 . 

Bennett said the wills were 
shared with Franklin's four 


sons or their lawyers, but 
thata deal wasn't reached 
on whether any should be 
considered valid. A state¬ 
ment from the estate said 
two sons object to the wills. 
Sabrina Owens, an admin¬ 


istrator at the University of 
Michigan, will continue to 
serve as personal represen¬ 
tative ofthe estate. 

"She remains neutral and 
wishes that all parties in¬ 
volved make wise choices 
on behalf of their mother, 
her rich legacy, the family 
and the Aretha Franklin es¬ 
tate," the statement said. 

In a separate court filing, 
son Kecalf Franklin said 
Aretha Franklin wanted him 
to serve as representative 
of the estate in the 2014 
will. He is objecting to plans 
to sell a piece of land next 
to his mother's Oakland 
County home for$325,000. 
Judge Jennifer Callaghan 
in April approved the hir¬ 
ing of experts to appraise 
Franklin's assets and per¬ 
sonal belongings, includ¬ 
ing memorabilia, concert 
gowns and household 
goods. The Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service is auditing 
many years of Franklin's tax 
returns, according to the 
estate. It filed a claim in 
December for more than 
$6 million in taxes.Q

IDS ANGELES (AP) — In 

1992, Disney transported 
audiences to the mythical 
land of Agrabah, where 
they met a street rat with 
a heart of gold, a flying 
carpet, a headstrong prin¬ 
cess and a magical genie 
with some oddly current 
pop culture references.

in live-action. The film, from 
director Guy Ritchie, opens 
nationwide Friday. 

But how do you recreate 
the magic of "Aladdin" 
without the help of a ge¬ 
nie's lamp? 

Well, getting a movie star 
like Will Smith on board 
doesn't hurt. Smith agreed 
to play the Genie. The 
part was originated by the 
late Robin Williams, who 
brought his signature irrev¬ 
erence and wit and mod¬ 
em references to the role. 
But even with Smith's bona 
fides, he was nervous. Wil¬ 
liams' performance has 
become iconic in the past 
27 years. In other words, it 
would be a tough act to 
follow. 

"It was not a no-brainer," 
Smith said. "I was really ter¬ 
rified at first. You know, you 
have to be careful with 
these types of films that 
mark people's child hoods." 
Smith and the filmmakers 
knew that remaking "Alad¬ 
din " would inevitably in¬ 
volve a delicate dance 
of paying homage to the 
original while also modern¬ 
izing some aspects of the 
story, including casting eth¬ 
nically appropriate leads, 
who could sing and dance 
and carry a large scale 
production, and giving a 
character like Princess J as 
mine more agency. 

They found Egyptian-bom 
and Canada-raised ac¬ 
tor Mena Massoud to play 
Aladdin and British actress 


Naomi Scott, who is of half 
South Asian descent, to 
playj asmine. 

"She was one of my favor¬ 
ite princesses," Scott said. 
"I think I gravitated toward 
herbecause of herstrength 
and because I felt like I saw 
myself in her." 

In this film, she's fighting for 
equality and the opportu¬ 
nity to succeed her father 
as Sultan. 

"It'sjustabout herbeing hu¬ 
man and more well-round¬ 
ed," said Scott. 

She even getsherown em¬ 
powerment anthem in a 
new original song called 
'Speechless," written by 
Menken, and fellow Oscar- 
winning songwriters Benj 
Pasek and J ustin Paul ('The 
Greatest Showman," "La La 
Land"). 

Menken was the bridge 
between past and pres¬ 
ent forthe production, and 
said he had to be both the 
"keeper of the flame of the 
original" and "part of a new 
team." 

"When you're working at 
Disney you have a lot of 
people keeping an eye, 
a very careful eye, on the 
legacy," Menken said. "So I 
am very protective." 
Naturally, the filmmakers 
wanted to give the pro¬ 
duction an epic feeling fit¬ 
ting of an overseas action- 
adventure musical. 
"Aladdin" was shot on a 
massive soundstage out¬ 
side of London, where the 
Agrabah set spanned the 


size of two football fields, 
and on location in Jordan, 
including at Wadi Rum. 
It was not lost on Ritchie 
that "Lawrence of Ara¬ 
bia" was also filmed there. 
Since there's no real city 
of Agrabah, production 
designer Gemma Jackson 
('Game of Thrones") used 
elements of Moroccan, 
Persian and Turkish archi¬ 
tecture as inspiration. 

As far as musical numbers 
go, the biggest produc¬ 
tion of the film by far is 
the "Prince AM" sequence, 
where Aladdin, with the 
Genie's help, enters the 
city as they think royalty 
would, boasting of hisgreat 
wealth, bravery and an as¬ 
sortment of animals includ¬ 
ing 75 golden camels, 53 
peacocks and 95 white 
Persian monkeys 
Ritchie employed 250 
dancers and 200 extras 
to flesh out the world and 
commissioned a 30-foot 
high camel made of 37,000 
flowerheadsfor"Ali"to ride 
in on. 

"It's one of the biggest 
dance sequences you'll 
ever see in a movie. It's the 
sequence I'm most proud 
of," Smith said.

Robert Eggers' 'The Light¬ 
house," starring Robert 
Pattinson and Willem Da¬ 
foe as tum-of-the-century 
lighthouse keepers, kicked 
up a storm Sunday at the 
Cannes Film Festival with a 
wave-making, madhouse 
period tale that seemingly 
washed ashore from an- 
otherera. 

"The Lighthouse," Eggers' 
anticipated follow-up to 
the 2015 indie horror hit 
'The Witch," premiered in 
the festival's Directors' Fort- 
nig ht section. 

While 'The Witch" adopted 
the psychological folktales 
and terrors of a 1630s New 
England family, 'The Light¬ 
house" is about a taciturn 
and weathered duo of 
1890 seamen keeping the 
light on a remote Maine 
island. They gradually de¬ 
scend into the kind of iso¬ 
lation-induced maritime 
madness that Herman Mel¬ 
ville would approve of. 
Eggers shot it in black-and- 
white, on 35mm, in a nearly 
square format and through 
early 20th-century lenses 
Filmed on a desolate spit of 
volcanic reckon the south¬ 
ern edge of Nova Scotia, 
'The Lighthouse" has al¬ 
ready developed the stuff 
of legend as an audacious 
and harsh on-location pro¬ 
duction. Eggers built a 70- 
foot (20-meter) lighthouse 
with a working beam that, 
he proudly said in an in¬ 
terview before the movie's 
premiere, could shine forl6 
miles (25 kilometers). 

"I had fun every day," said 
Eggers "But it was extreme¬ 
ly miserable. Filmmakers 
and actors complain¬ 
ing about suffering, but, I 
mean, that's part of what's 
exciting about this. But it 
was very harsh and unfor¬ 
giving. I'm from New Eng¬ 
land. I don't mind the cold. 

I preferto be cold than hot. 
But the wind on this rock 
was relentless. There's no re¬ 
lief. At times, the wind was 
so loud that you can't hear 
the person five feet away 
from you." 

Pattinson and Dafoe cer¬ 
tainly agreed. When asked 
by an audience mem¬ 
ber after the movie's first 


screening if any animals 
were hurt during the pro¬ 
duction (some seagulls 
have a rough go of it), Da¬ 
foe laughed and gestured 
at himself and his co-star. 
'Yeah, these two animals," 
Dafoe said. 

The elements, both said, 
were grueling.

— Two places have trig¬ 
gered tears of joy in my life: 
Ihe Vatican and Cooper¬ 
stown. 

I wasn't surprised when it 
happened in my mother's 
homeland while kneeling 
and praying in St. Peters as 
the nephew of a Roman 
Catholic priest and the 
great nephew of a Domini¬ 
can nun. 

Even though I'm an emo¬ 
tional Italian-American, I 
did not expect to have my 
emotions tugged as they 
were last month in upstate 
New York. 

With my wife, our son, 
daughter and her friend, 
we broke up a nine-hour 
drive from Ann Arbor, Mich¬ 
igan, to Cooperstown into 
a two-day trip. We stopped 
for chicken wings at Duff's 
in Buffalo, spent a night in 
the FingerLakesregion and 
visited Seneca Falls where 
the women'srightsconven- 
tion was held in 1848. 

We were going to Cooper¬ 
stown, naturally, for base¬ 
ball. 

I found out overthe course 
of a week there's much 
more to the one-stoplight 
village than its No. 1 attrac¬ 
tion, the National Baseball 
Hall of Fame, which is truly 
a greatshrineforthe game. 
My son plays for a 12 years 
old-and-undertravel base¬ 
ball team, Michigan Blue 
Jays Treat, that wrapped 
up its season at Cooper¬

Cooperstown Dream Park 
host 13 weeklong tourna¬ 
ments each summer and 
draws the country's best 
travel baseball teams from 
as far away as Hawaii. It 
brings in more than 500,000 
visitors to a village with few¬ 
er than 2,000 year-round 
residents 

The tournament has cre¬ 
ated a unique culture in 


which it is common for an 
infielder to extend a hand 
for a competitor to slap 
when rounding the bases 
after clearing the fences in 
a ballpark where a 200-foot 
fly is a home run. 

When I saw that the first 
time, it touched me and 
that's tough to do at a 
sporting event for a sports 
writer who has been to 
thousa nds of ga mes. 

The tears flowed, though, 
on anotherday when walk¬ 
ing to the National Base¬ 
ball Hall of Fame on Main 
Street, which looks like a 
Norman Rockwell painting. 
It took some time for me 
to pull it together before 
joining our team's players, 
coaches, parents and sib¬ 
lings for a wonderfully infor¬ 
mative 30-minute talk with 
Baseball Hall of Fame di¬ 
rector of communications 
Craig Muder. 

Even if you don't have a 
player to root for at Coo¬ 
perstown Dreams Park, 
check out a game if you 
can make it there before 
the end of the month or 
any other summer. 

It'll give you a good excuse 
to check out a place un¬ 
like any other. Locals say 
they love the fall when the 
leaves are changing col¬ 
ors on countless trees and 
crowds are smaller, so that 
may be a great time to 
getaway to this gem.

If it's too far to drive, fly to 
Albany, Binghamton orSyr- 
acuse and rent a car for a 
90-minute drive to Cooper¬ 
stown. 

WHERETO STAY 

We rented a spacious 
home with a spectacular 
view of forests with trees 
so clumped together they 
looked like broccoli florets, 
a pool and an awesome 
deck. 

Bed-and-breakfast options 
include the Landmark Inn 
where guests can help 


themselves to pea nuts and 
CrackerJ ack, a nod to the 
song 'Take Me Out to the 
Ballgame." Near the stop 
light, the Inn at Cooper¬ 
stown serves ice tea, lem¬ 
onade and cookies on the 
porch. 

To accommodate the 
seasonal floods of people, 
there are also many hotels, 
including some nationally 
known ones, and motels 
along with homes from 
lakefront homes to simple 
cabins foment. 

WHERETO EAT 
Main Street is filled with din¬ 
ing options, including the 
can't-miss Nicoletta's Ital¬ 
ian Cafe along with Sal's 
Pizzeria and Cooperstown 
Diner. Please do yourself a 
favorand make a 5-minute 
drive north of downtown, 
to eat and or drink at The 
Blue Mingo Grill. The res¬ 
taurant is in a boatyard on 
9-mile-long Otsego Lake 
and serves perhaps the 
best chowder west of New 
England. 

MORE THAN BASEBALL 

Two museums perched on 
waterfront property once 
owned by author James 
Fenimore Cooper who 
wrote 'The Leatherstock¬ 
ing Tales" series, are also
